Because during the past six months 
we have added several thousand 
friends to our Newsette mailing list, 
we would like once again to state 
plainly, though briefly, just what 
Bryan University believes. We turn 
then to the official Statement of Be' 
lief, which staff and faculty members 
sign annually and which is the fouiv 
dational statement of what we believe 
and teach. The Statement follows in 
smaller type. Remarks in the larger 
type are those of the writer and not 
part of the official statement. 

1. Wc believe that the Holy Bible, 
composed of the Old and New Testa' 
ments, is of final and supreme authority 
in faith and life, and, being inspired by 
God, is inerrant in the original writings. 

The University continues to require 
that each student be enrolled in at 
least one Bible course during his stay 
vin the University. In these courses 
God’s Word is the central, if not the 
only text. It is our aim to have the 
students gain a saving knowledge of 
Christ and to grow in grace through 
the study of the Word. 

2. We believe in God the Father, God 
the Son, and God the Holy Ghost, this 
trinity bding one God, eternally existing 
in three persons. 

3. We believe in the virgin birth of 
Jesus Christ; that He was born of the 
Virgin Mary and begotten of the Holy 
Spirit. 

We believe the virgin birth to be 
essential to the saving power of 
Christ, that if He be not virgin 
born — the son of God — His blood 
cannot cleanse from sin. Accepting 
the virgin birth, we rest wholly in 
the power of the blood. 

4. Wc believe that the origin of man 
was by fiat of God in the act of creation 
as related in the Book of Genesis; that 
he was created in the image of God; that 
he sinned and thereby incurred physical 
and spiritual death. 

We accept this statement whole' 
heartedly, without exception or apob 
ogy. To believe in evolution is to 
deny God’s power and God’s Word.

We see no conflict between God's 
Word and true science. We see 
much conflict between the Word and 
man's theorizing. 

5. Wc believe that all human beings 
arc born with a sinful nature, and are in 
need of a Saviour for their reconciliation 
to God. 

We recognize our own sinful na- 
ture and our need of a personal 
Savior. 

6. Wc believe that the Lord Jesus 
Christ is the only Saviour, that He was 
crucified for our sins, according to the 
Scriptures, as a voluntary representative 
and subst’tutionary sacrifice, and that 
all that believe in Him and confess Him 
before men are justified on the ground of 
His shed blood. 

We believe in sal vat ‘on by faith, 
apart from works, in the blood of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, shed on Calvary's 
cross to pay the penalty for our sin 
We further believe man is saved in 
this way, according to the Scriptures, 
or not at all. 

7. We believe in the resurrection of 
the crucified body of Jesus, in His ascciv 
sion into Heaven, and in “that blessed 
hope," the personal return to this earth of 
Jesus Christ where He shall reign for' 
ever. 

In keeping with Scripture, we both 
believe in and are looking for the 
early return of the Lo~d Jesus Christ 
to receive unto Himself the "dead in 
Christ" and "we who are ah’ve" and 
believing in Him. We cannot ac- 
cept the fallacious dne trine that the 
world is getting better and better in 
preparation for the Lord to come into 
it. To the contrary, be believe such 
improvement can come only as a 
result of his return.
